Believed To Have Been Deipondent 
It l8 thought that hla act may be at- 
tributed to despondency following n 
who was a native of Norway, has 
period of heavy drinking.

mado hla homo In Antloch for thelaBl 
15 or 20 years, depending upon money 
received from doing odd jobs and the 
generoaity of the Antloch people for 
hlfl maintenance. Those for whom be 
worked say that be waa an honest 
and reliable laborer when he was not 
under the Influenceof liquor. 

Prior to tho time that he took np 
residence in the houae whore he com- 
mitted suicide, he slept In tho base- 
ment of the nhodea Shoe atore 
and in tae "Blackstone Hotel" In 
the rear ct tho Keulman building on 
Main slroet. Authorities have been 
unaucceaafui'Jn their attempt to lo- 
cate any relatives, although ho had 
been heard to say that he had two 
brothers living. - . .

1930. Secretary of State William J. 
Stratton amiounced today. 

In the first ton months of this year 
the collections of the department ag- 
gregated $3,877,486.39 tts compared 
with 13.394,090.44 collected lu the 
period of 1928. This la an increase 
$493,395.95 for the ton -months and 
the increase for the entire year 
probably will exceed $500,000. 

The report of tho corporation de- 
partment shows that 5.132 domestic 
corporations wore licensed to do 
business in thla state In tho first ten 
months of 1928. This compares with 
5.521 licensed In tho same period of 
this year, an Incroaao ot 389. On tho 
flame compartive basis tho foreign 
corporation Increased 196.

Service to World War veterans h 
hospital, for able-bodied veterans, and 
for dependent families of both called 
for expenditures of $755,000 by the 
Am-ncan Red Cross during the yeai 
iasi ended. In aadltion. Red Cross 
Chapters spent $1 953.000 la veteran 
relief, and also for men still In service 
AJtbonsh eleven years have passed 
since the Armistice, there remain 
:5,500 disabled and sick veterans of 
the World War In hospitals, and the 
peak of the number who will require 
hospltaliiation Is not expected by 
Veterans Bureau authorities to be 
reached nntll 194T. For these men. 
the Red Cross mnst coatinne its serv- 
ice of providins recreation and com- 
forts, acconlins to James U Fiescr. 
rice chairman of the Red Cross. 

"Tader Its Charter from Congress. 
•he Red Cross Is required to maintain 
service for veterans of wars and for 
the men still in the senice," Mr. 
Fieser said. "Fhe fnnds for this work 
come from tie aaanal roll call mem- 
bership fees. In addition to the snm 
spent in maintaining contact with the 
veterans, the Red Cross expended 
H05.O{»O m Us service to the men still 
in the regular Army. Navy and Uarlse 
Corps. The sodetj and » majority ol 
lis S3M chapters handle claims foi 
thf^se men for Insurance compeasatloo 
and other beneSts they are entitled to 
under the law. and also where neces 
4sry arranges to provide for depea 
dents of the men.

In order to attain the rating "Good" the 
infant death rate of a comunity should 
not exceed five deaths, during the first 
year, out of each one hundred babies 
born alive. 

Any conununity in which the infant 
mortality exceeds seven and one-half 
deaths during the first year, out of each 
one hundred babies bom aUve, would 
be rated as "Fair." 

This low rating is applied only to com- 
munities where the , conditions have 
reached the disgraceful state where there 
are ten or more deaths of babies, during 
the first year, out of each one hundred 
bom alive. 

The Infant of today is the citiien of tomorrow-it is 
deserving of a fair chance. The safeguard of infant 
lifo is the least a community can guarantee. Baby 
deaths ire largely preventable

Dining In tho homea of England nnd 
Western Kurope, tlie American attend- 
ing n feast would" nnd tho chief dish 
a reminder of homo. Turkey, duck or 
go6so makes the most popular roast 
In Kngland, while plum pudding— 
this time with n generously llavorod 
hrnndy "sauco— usually tops off tlie 
men! during cool scnsons. 

In Franco nnd Spain our American 
explorer of tho world's tables would 
again encounter tho turkey but there 
ho would lind the capon nnd the 
pheasant sharing Its popularity. Molh- 
ods of preparation nnd side dishes, 
however, would tell him unmlatnknbly 
that ho was getting farther nlleld, 
TrufTles, clicatnuts nnd olives arc Im- 
portant Ingredients of the dressing of 
fowls In those Lntln countries. In 
Franco snuUs migbt bo numbered 
among the viands thot supplement 
the piece do resistance; nnd In Spain 
tho meal, starting, say, with almond 
ROUP, would be sure to Include among 
the Rocondary dishes a sopa, rice 
cooked In olive oil. with tomatoes and 
other vegetables and perhaps, bits of 
meat. 

In northern Africa, whatever the 
date of the fenst, it would be sure 
to have ns Us central dish cons-cous. 
This consists of wheat prepared like 
nne grains of rice, Bteamod with lamb 
or mutton, nnd vcgctnhlos If the lat- 
ter nre obtainable. It Is senod In n 
largo, almost hemispherical, basket- 
dish so closely woven thnU It holds 
water. About this container the diners 
sit, taking their food with their ttn- 
gers. Olives, dates, and ilgs Iielp to 
complete the meal; and on occasion 
there may he a dish of locusts — 
"grasshoppers"— prepared with wheat. 
Tho legs, wings nnd heads are re- 
moved before tho creatures _ nre 
cooked. ! 

Among the Zulus of soutlie^n Africa 
whole oxen or bullocks nre roasted 
at feast time; and In central Africa 
tho fenst of feasts Is roasted ele- 
phant's foot. 

In rersln. as throughout all tho 
Near and Central East, mutton liolds 
nrst place. There the accepted epl- 
curonn trick Is to cook the moat In 
pomegmnato juice. Rico Is cooked In 
grease, and tho two combined form 
the famous pllau. With tho pilau Is 
served the thin, crisp, paperliko 
bread of Persia.

If one's cullnnry Investigations ex- 
tend to backward Tibet ho tinds a 
strnnge corablnntlon of a barbarism 
which shows Itself In tho ontlng of 
raw meat— the "higher" nnd *'gnniler*' 
the better— nnd nn Ingenuity that has 
evolved concentrnted emergency ra- 
tions. A Tibetan feast might consist 
of yak moat, strong tea mixed with 
rnncld butter, nnd parched barley 
meal mglstencd with the greasy ten. 
Kvnporntcd nnd dried yak's milk 
soaked In ten would constitute the' 
Tibetan "dessert course." 

In Indin no Important repast would 
be complete without quantities' of rice 
and curry. It Is In Jnvn, however, that 
rice Is raised to Its highest status as 
n food. If he who goes exploring 
nmong tho foods of tho world Is n 
connoisseur ho may well pause In 
Java, devoting days and woeks to ex- 
ploring the variations— tho nuances, 
one might nimost soy— of that Dutch- 
Jnvan food masterpiece, the rljst- 
tafel (rice table). 

nice Is boiled to flaky whiteness 
nnd spread evenly on platters, each of 
which Is to 8er\*o as an Individual 
dish. But this rice, good as It Is In 
Itself, nnd later because of Its bor- 
rowetl savors. Is ns yet onlythe foun- 
dation of tho dish, tI»o "table" ns the 
Dutch have It. On It are placed lit- 
tlo heaps of choice tid-hlts limited In 
variety only by the genius and Imag- 
ination of the chef and his master's 
pocket book. 

Feasting Is something of nn Insti- 
tution nmong well-to-do Koreans. 
Once or twice n year the wealthy rice 
landlords go to Seoul, the capital, nnd 
Invito small ormtea of friends and nc- 
qualntancos to dine with them that 
their prestige may bo heightened In 
tho eyes of their world. Half n dozen 
or more meats miiy bo sen'od nt such 
a fenst— beef,' muUon. venison, fowls, 
flBh and oysters. ' lUce, of course, 



holds an Important place on the menu. 
Seawopd. cooked In oil nnd served 
with Kllcos of rod popper; and klnu- 
Hhoo, u kind of snuerkrout, are fa- 
vorite side dishes, Tho guests cat 
tlieir portions from little Individual 
tables. 

How They Eat In Japan. 
In .lapan, too, guests nt feasts eat 
from low, small, separate tables, their 
dlHhos being served usually In tho 
kitchen. An exceptional feast Is like- 
ly to ho marked by tho appearance of 
tJie piece do resistance — usually flsh 
—whole before the guests. A favorite 
food for tills sort of treatment Is n 
big baked red snapper. It Is placed 
on a table of Its own In the center 
of a circle of the guest table, nnd 
portions are served from It by n serv- 
ant. 

The little tables nt n Japanese 
feast are packed ^Ylth n varied array 
of Individual dishes. The guest prob- 
ably win And clear chicken soup, the 
Inevitable covered dish of rice, n slab 
of raw flah. roast bird, shrimp frit- 
ters, fruit, nnd various pickled greens, 
lie may llnd, too, the most character- 
istic of all Japanese edibles, pickled 
chrysiuithonumi petals. For dessert he 
will have rice. cakes nnd sweetened 
bean paste, n stiff, jelly-like substance, 
not unlike Turkish i^aste. 

At .Tapnnese Inns the traveler Is 
told tlmt "Ilombay duck" can he had 
at n reasonable price. The hungry 
customer visions a fat fowl hut the 
waiter brings In pieces of smoked 
fish about two inches long nnd as thick 
ns a dime. The menu niso Includes 
pickled seaweed, seaweed jelly, and 
chutney which resembles plekled cit- 
ron, but Is almost as hot as Mexican 
chile. More raw than cooked fish la 
eaten by Japanese. Raw baby octo- 
puses are particularly popular. "Jap- 
anese IJmburger" Is not n cheese but 
n Japanese pickled *dnlkon, or long, 
white radish. 

Traveling still farther eastward on 
his., circumnavigation of the food 
world, oirr explorer would still hjive 
to pnsa through tho Pacinc Islands 
before completing his journey. Ta- 
hiti may be taken ns tj-pleal of thla 
region. There preparation for a 
feast means killing the* fatted pig. 
Tho nnlmnl Is usually roasted whole 
with yams and native plantains. Coco- 
nut sauce nnd coconut milk complete 
the feast, which Is served on n huge 
banana leaf spread on the floor. Tho 
guests squat nhout this green "board" 
eating with their Angers. ■ 

MexIcO' Relies on Corn. 
When Slexico Is reached, the trav- 
eler flnds that com or maize Is the 
staff of life. But to the American 
used to hia substantial and sizable 
lonf It la likely vto appear n some- 
what trail prop. Most of tho Mexican 
corn Is not milled Into meal or flour. 
It la laboriously crushed with small 
stone rollers by hand, In millions of 
kitchens nnd doorynrds. The crushed 
grain la then moistened Into a stlfC 
pnsto nnd cooked on n griddle Into 
what the average visitor from north 
of tho Rio Grando would term a 
"tough, flabby pancake." These are 
tortillas, tho most generally used ar- 
ticles of food In Mexico. Thoy nre 
cooked In tho home. In restaurants, 
over braziers In the market place, or 
taken cold by laborers in their lunch 
pnckctR. Nor are they unknown on 
tho tablca of the prosperoua. Wher- 
ever food appears In Mexico the tor- 
tilla stands well to the fore. 

Not only docs the tortilla look un- 
nppotlKlng to the outsider; It Is 'sure 
to prove unappetizing If ho follows 
his first impulse nnd treats It Ilko a 
pancake, for 1 1^ la tough nnd mUier 
tasteless. But, treated na bread, the 
tortilla will make a much better Im- 
pression. Tho proper trick Is to roll 
It tightly 80 that It will be manage- 
able nnd retain Its heat. It then be- 
comes a brendstick whoso ■ splraled 
end will melt a bit of butter and fur- 
nlsli a really delectable bite. . 

Corn contributes to another Impor 
tant Mexican dish, tho tnmalo. Tho 
raw corn posto la flattened out ns 
though tortlllaa were to bo made. On 
tho paste la spread a thin layer of 
minced meat and pepper pods. The 
two loyers'aro then folded up so that 
the meat and popper forma nn Inner 
core with a sort of capsule ofitcorn 
pnsto nbout it. Each piece la then 
M'rapped In n^corn shuck mado pllablb 
hy Bonklng-^lu water. Numbers of 
these are placed In a tin Tcsael and 
cooked by stenra, then Bon'ed piping 
hot both with flro and pepper.
